"I have three children, aged 
four, five and six," she contin- 
ued, "and it takes $18 a month to 
buy milk at present prices. 
That's more than we get from 
the whole baby bonus." 

Mrs. \Vyatt Moorby pointed out 
that the price of milk in New- 
market was ten cents a quart all

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FEDERAL SUBSIDY p 
SHOULD BE PAID

quart in Newmarket on Tuesday. This makes 
a total increase of five cents in less than six 
months. The cause of the increase was in large 
part the end of the federal producer subsidy of 
55 cents per cwt of fluid milk. The end of the 
subsidy was forecast last May when the govern- 
ment agreed to continue the winter subsidy 
until September 30 when control of milk prices 
would be returned to the provincial milk boards. 

In the closing days of the recent session of the 
House of Commons, the C.C.F. party moved an 
amendment asking the government to reconsider 
the decisipn to end t h e subsidy. The amend- 
ment passed but Prime Minister King, in announ- 
cing the end of the subsidy in Ottawa a few 
days ago, said that after reconsidering the 

decision to end the subsidy, the government "felt 

that the wise and proper course is to . . . return 
control over the price of fluid milk wholly to 
provincial authorities". 

The end of the subsidy payment is a victory 
for those who have argued that it )s cheaper 
for the consumer to pay the increase in price 
directly to the producer than it is for the consu- 
mer to pay the increase in the form of taxes 
to the government so that the government can 
turn it back to the producer in the form of a 

subsidy. 

There is less administration expense when the 
housewife pays her milkman directly but this 
saving is not going to make up the difference 
for the man in the low income brackets and 
with a large family, nor is it going to encourage 
-the consumption of milk by those who need it 
most The unvarnished fact is that the increase 
in milk "prices is a serious blow at the budgets of 
a large part of the population, an unwarranted 

6low. 

The government collects taxes according to the 
ability to pay. It paid the milk subsidy from 
these funds. Increased costs were absorbed by 
the whole population, instead of being brought to 
bear directly upon the consumer. The family in 
the low income bracket was spared the heavy 
burden of increasing cost which it couldn't afford. 
To a degree, it is the same principle as the one by 
which municipalities pay their way. The whole 
community shares in the cost of sewers, water 
mains, etc., although some pay more than others. 
Milk is too important to health to be priced 
beyond the means of anyone in Canada. If the 
government can pay a family allowance to every 
mother in Canada to assure at least a minimum 
aid, it should also be able to continue milk 
.subsidies. Indeed, the continued payment of the 
milk subsidy is of more importance. There is at 
least the guarantee that the milk subsidy will 
serve as it was intended. No such guarantee is 
attached to family allowances.

In recent weeks, veterans and their famines 
have taken possession of empty public buildings 
in Ottawa and are converting them into homes. 
Despite the inconveniences of remodeling a 
barracks into an apartment house the veterans 
and their families have preferred them to living 
in crowded boarding houses and one-room flats. 

Last week, Mr. Franklyn J. Hanratty, president 
of the Veterans' Housing League, under whose 
auspices the raids were made, was arrested by 
the Royal Canadian Mountcc* Police on charges 
of forcible entry and obstructing police. Yet the 
Veterans and their families continue to occupy 
public buildings to which they have no legal 

right -• ' - 

A similar situation exists on the labor t front 

Several weeks ago, Magistrate J. E. Pritchard, 
KC, sentenced two labor organizers for "watch- 
ing and besetting", for preventing the passage 
through the picket line, at the Anaconda Brass 
Co. plant at New Toronto of non-striking em- 
ployees. Yet across Canada, and particularly at 
the steel plants, picket lines have continued to 
act as blockades, preventing by force the passage 
to and from the strike-bound plants of non- 
striking employees. . 

Does the federal government believe that the 
arrest of one or two here and there is going to 
stem the rising tide of lawlessness to which this 
country is subjected? Evidently so because the 
government has not taken alternative action. It 
continues to encourage lawlessness by refusing to 
remove" the causes of lawlessness. 

The war has been over a year. Many of the 
buildings erected to house war agencies have 
been emptied, many more could be made avail- 
able by doubling up. With the most serious 
housing shortage in Canada on its doorstep, it 
might be expected the government would make 
these empty buildings available. 

It would require no great effort on the part of 
our administrators to say to \he veterans to whom 
they promised a brave new world in all its glory: 

"Here fellows, here is an empty barracks. It 
won't make the best home in the world but it 
will do until we are able to provide better." 
Nothing like this occurs. Instead, the govern- 
ment, ignoring the results of a similar situation 
in London, Eng., where -squatters'; moved into 
empty buildings, waits passively until the vet- 
erans are goaded into lawlessness— and then 

makes an arrest. , 

The official attitude towards the housing 
shortage echoes the federal reaction to labor 
disputes. When public opinion on the steel strike 
could no longer be ignored, the House of Com- 
mons met the issue by setting up a committee to 
enquire into the causes of industrial disputes. 
When the committee brought down its report, 
urging among other things the provision of a 
federal labor code, a few members made speeches 
about it and the report was then shelved. 

This despite the fact that Canada was faced 
with a major economic crisis arising out of 

industrial disputes. 

Looking over the federal record on housing 
and industrial disputes, one sees only overwhel- 
ming evidence of a refusal to face the facts. Can 
it be that our legislators have no understanding 
of the seriousness of the housing shortage? Do 
they not realize what strikes arc costing Canada? 
Surely they must know that lawlessness 
encourages lawlessness. They should, but if they 
do, there is no indication of it in the records of 
the past session.

"Eat more fresh fruits and 
vegetables and by so doing help 
our own health while saving 
cereals for those whose need for 
them has not diminished with the 
end of the war," she continued. 

She said that a survey of war 
workers showed that a great deal 
of absenteeism was due to the 
lack of propert nourishment. 

"Of all foods, milk is the most 
perfect," Miss Bridge, said. 
"Adults should have at least one 
half to one pint daily, children 

one and a half pints to one quart 
This milk can be used as a drink 
or in soups, as Well as in pud- 
dings. 

"Then, daily, we should have 
one serving of citrus fruits or 
tomatoes or their juices, and also 
one serving" of other fruits. 

"Vegetables should include at 
least one serving of potatoes — 
all the talk of their fattening 
properties having been discount- 
ed in view of their value; and at 
least two servings of other vege- 
tables, preferably leafy, green or 
yellow and frequently raw. 

"Then one serving of whole 
grain cereal and at least four 
slices of whole wheat bread, 
brown or white with butter, 
should be included. 

One serving of meat, fish, poul- 
try or meat alternates such as 
beans, pens, nuts, eggs or cheese 
is necessary. .Anyway, use eggs 
or cheese at least three times a 
week each and have liver often. 

"A fish liver oil as a source of 
vitamin D should be given chil- 
dren and 
she said. 

Then we. who arc rcpsonsible 
for preparing meals, should be 
very careful to do the right thing 
by our vegetables. They should 
be as fresh as possible; as little 
peeling taken as one can man- 
age; prepared just before putting 
on the stove and put on with 
boiling water, as little as possible, 
then covered and cooked and 
served quickly.

Magistrate J. K. Pritchard, K.C., read a pointed 
comment into the court record in magistrate's 
court here on Friday. In passing sentence on two 
young men found guilty of assaulting a third, 
Magistrate Pritchard said: , 

"It is regrettable that so often the court is 
called upon -to deal with cases of this kind where- 
in people who consider % themselves self-appoint- 
ed police officers and courts proceed to adminis- 
ter summary punishment to pcoplp whom they 
consider to have committed an injustice to them- 
selves or their, friends. ... If this condition v/ere 
allowed to prevail, mob rule and anarchy would 
result and there would be no place for police and 
police courts."

In course of time, the Duke of 
Hanover wis called to the Eng- 
lish throne to become George the 
First. Handel was now in nn 
awkward spot. One day he 
learned that the king would hold 
a parly on his private boat some 
evening in the near future. Han- 
del*s friends got busy. They 
formed a small orchestra and 
engaged another boat. The great 
moment arrived. The king and 
his party were sailing down the 
Hiver Thames when the sound | 
of beautiful music came to them 
across the water from another 
boat. The king commanded the 
boat to draw near and was aston- 
ished to find on it an orchestra, 
conducted by Handel, and ploy- 
ing music .which the great com- 
posed had specially written in 
honor of the occasion. The king 
was so delighted that he prompt- 
ly forgave Handel and made him 
court musician of England. The

with Aurora existing since 1942 
when the depot was organized. 

FIuery-Bissell Ltd. which 
owns the east half of the prop- 
erty, has been notified by ■ the 
department of national defence 
that this portion of the premises 
will be* vacated by Oct. 31. The 
other portion, owned by Leon- 
ard Grover of Toronto was for- 
merly occupied by the Grover 
Shoe Co. and is expected to be 
used for storage purposes for 
some time after that date with 
the building and premises being 
returned at a date as yet not 
known. 

At one stage, the vast depot 
which served as an important 
salvage unit for military sup- 
plies, the first of several since 

organized across Canada, em- 
ployed close to 500 persons. Mil- 
itary personnel at one time was 
close to 300 with almost 200 
civilian workers employed at the 
peak. Since the end of the war 
the military personnel has grad- 
ually dwindled with a force of 
about 85 being left this month, 
including service police and se- 
curity guard and around 70 
civilian workers. Many of the 



itary personnel have already se- 
cured their discharge but their 
families are living here still be- 
cause of the acute housing situa- 
tion throughout Canada. 

Others have accepted employ- 
ment in the district or have 
opened their own businesses and 
are now permanent residents of 
the municipality. The fate of 
civilian workers, many of them 
ex-servicemen, is not as yet 
known. Some will doubtless be 
absorbed into the civil service 
and transferred elsewhere, others 
will be forced to secure other 
employment. In recent weeks, 
foreseeing what was coming the 
number of civilian workers has 
dropped appreciably as the work- 
ers have sought other employ- 
ment. 

With manufacturing space at a 
premium throughout Canada, 

there is little doubt but that the 

premise's, as they become vacant, 
will be quickly snapped up and 
the industrial committee of the 
Aurora town council and the 
Aurora board of trade are work- 
ing in this regard. 

Relations between army per- 
sonnel and civilans in Aurora 
have been most happy. No un- 
toward incident has marred' the 
record of the depot since it was

Pritchard. "The unfortunate 
part of the thing is that they jare 
invariably wrong because their 
actions take place while they are 
in the heat of passion, and are 
not based on facts. If this con- 
dition were allowed to prevail, 
mob rule and anarchy would re- 
sult, and there would be no place 
for police and police courts.; 

"The evidence is more than 
sufficient to convict both Hart- 
ford and Thompson and Jail 
terms for both are justifiable. 
However. I am going to give you 
both one more chance and fine 
you both $50 and costs or r)ne 
month," Magistrate Pritchard 
concluded.

Pharaoh's dream of the seven 
fat kine coming out of a river, 
followed by seven other kine, 
poor and ill favored, was. succeed- 
ed by another dream in which 
"seven ears came upon one stalk, 
full and good", followed by -'sev- 
en ears; withered, thin and 
blastecl with" the east wind". 

These seemingly fantastic 
dreams were founded on natural 
objects with which 3 the Paraoh's 
experience had made him ac- 
quainted. Thus, the herd of 
kine which in the first dream he 
coming out of the river 

a spectacle which was 
then, as it is still, almost daily 
witnessed on the Nile. 

With regard to the grain in the 
second dream, there is a species 
of wheat still growing in Egypt 
which actually bears seven ears 
upon a single stalk, exhibiting an 
appearance of great beauty. 
This grain is liable in common 
with other vegetation to be 
damaged by hot scorching winds 
from the east. 

The Pharaoh felt that these 
dreams were so weighted with 
ominous significance that he 
sought an interpretation. His 
magicians, ,t»e wise men and 
counsellors were unable to give 
a satisfactory interpretation. 
Then an officer of the court told 
of a wonderful inlerpretation of 
dreams he had experienced from 
Joseph, whose fate it had been 
to enter Egypt in the character 
of a slave. Joseph was directed 
to appear before the Pharaoh. 

Joseph, in the interview that 
followed, confirmed the Pharaoh 
in his belief of the symbolical 
character, of his dreams, assuring 
him that though there were two 
different dreams they portended 
the same thing. The repetition 
of the dreams indicated the 
absolute certainty of an extra- 
ordinary dispensation with 
which God was about to visit 
that part of the world, and 
according to which seven years 
of uncommon fertility would be 
followed by a similar period of 
severe famine. 

The explanation was simple 
and intelligible, for the cow with 
the Egyptians was the sacred 
emblpm of fertility and the river 
Nile was the great natural source 
of their prosperity, for accord- 
ing to Ihe annual rise or failure 
of which, there was plenty or 
scarcity of corn in the land. 

Joseph, for his wisdom and 
understanding, was appointed to 
the dignity of vizlership or prime 
minister. He named overseers 
over the land lo "take up the 
fifth part of the land of Egypt 
in the seven plenteous years". 
So they gathered food and grain 
in the years of plenty for the 
years of famine ahead. 

In our own day and generation 
statistics show that only around 
five out of every hundred at age 
65 have independent incomes, so 
these facts warn of the famine 
awaiting the 19 out of 20 who 
reach Ihcir 60's. 

The seven plenteous years of 
Joseph's time, as a symbol, seem 
lo balance with the active years 
of business in a porson*s lifetime. 
Despondency in the late years of 
life spells famine. 

The spirit shown in the life of 
Joseph as "prime minister!' is 
synonymous with the service of 
life insurance.
